CORRESPONDENCE SOLICITED 
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CONFERENCES AT WASHINGTON ON NEWS PRINT 


Rumors Persistent in Capital that Case May Be Dropped, Although Definite Statements Cannot be Had—Lar-e 
Bevy of Prominent Publishers in City—Session With Secretary McAdoo Held by Frank P. Glass and 
A. G. McIntyre of A. N. P. A—Mr. Pringle Also Confers—Co-operation Between 


Canadian and American Commissioners Foreseen. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


Wasuincton, D. C., November 13, 1917.—Although officials of 
the Department of Justice had really been expecting it, no word 
has reached here up to today from attorneys of the news print 
manufacturers as to a further conference with Assistant Attorney 
General Todd, who is handling the news print case. 

Rumors continue to be circulated here, but there doesn’t seem to 
be any definite foundation for them. A number of prominent 
newspaper publishers are in town, but they apparently are not 
“in” on the secret if there be one. They are here seeking informa- 
tion as to what disposition, if any, is to be made of the news print 
case, before the date set for the beginning of the trial. 

Certain officials of the Department of Justice, who refuse to be 
quoted, are of the opinion that it would be. practically impossible 
for the department to simply dismiss this case, in view of the fact 
that they claim that they have evidence that the news print manu- 
facturers have violated the Anti-Trust law. They point out that 
if they should drop the case, no matter what action the manufac- 
turers took, there would be severe criticism of the department. 


Publishers in Washington 

Frank G. vice-president of the American Newspaper 
Publishers’ Association, A. G. McIntyre, paper expert of the as- 
sociation and a number of publishers had a conference this morning 
with Secretary McAdoo. While the main purpose of the con- 
ference, it is understood, was not to discuss the paper situation, 
this matter was taken up. Just what angle was brought up could 
not be learned. It will be remembered that Secretary McAdoo 
took some part in the paper situation when the matter first came 
up for investigation. 

Mr. Glass has had several informal conference during the past 
week with Assistant Attorney General Todd, but what took place 
Mr. Glass refuses to disclose, except to state that he went of his 
own volition and not at the suggestion of Mr. Todd. 

There seems to be a feeling among the publishers now in 
Washington that it would be much better if officials of the Depart- 
ment of Justice would take the publishers into their confidence if 
there is something up in the news print case, for they feel that 
much more accomplished by co-operation than by any other 
method. 

Publishers with whom your correspondent talked today seem to 
feel that the matter has not yet gone too far to compromise things 
and state that they would be perfectly willing to meet the manu- 
facturers half way. They say that they feel that the manufacturer 
is entitled to his just profit but that they do not believe that the 
cost of production figures which the manufacturers are putting 
forward are really what they should be. 

While there are undoubtedly negotiations in the air in the news 
print case there is no one who seems to have any definite informa- 
tion and all that is possible to write at this time is simply the 
rumors. There is no question but that there will be something 
in the way of definite information before the next issue of the 
Paper. TRADE JOURNAL. 


Glass, 


Commissioner Pringle in Washington 


A long conference was held today behind closed doors between 
the Federal Trade Commissioners and Commissioner Robert A. 
Pringle, K. C., of Canada. Conferences were also held between 
G. T. Clarkson, the chief accountant in the news print investiga- 


tion in Canada, and Dr. E. O. Merchant, who has had so much 5 
do with the investigation for the Trade Commission. 

It is said that Commissioner Pringle explained, in brief, 
news print situation in Canada to the Trade Commissioners, ; 
gave it as his opinion that co-operation between the Canadian ; 
United States Governments was essential in working out s: 
kind of a plan whereby the present situation could be hand! 

Commissioner Pringle complimented the Trade Commission 
its work during 1916 and stated that he and his experts had rel 
on much of the material gathered by the Trade Commission. 
suggested that some of the cost figures which had been added 
the Trade Commission should have been eliminated, according 
his view of it. 

The Trade Commission, it is said, is to take the whole matter 
of co-operation under advisement and try to work out som 
method that will be mutually beneficial. 

Commissioner Pringle, after the conference, refused to make 
any statement to the newspaper men. He thought that this shot 
come from the Trade Commission and the latter body gave out 
nothing official. 

Mr. Clarkson, when seen by your correspondent, would not co: 
firm or deny the rumor which has been going around that Con 
missioner Pringle is to allow the Canadian manufacturers mor 
than $2.50 for their paper. He said, however, that he and tho 
who had been working on the news print situation realized that 
cost had materially increased for the manufacturers since March 
1, when the $2.50 price was set. Mr. Clarkson pointed out thi 
fact that labor is very scarce in Canada at this time and that much 
trouble is being experienced in getting the pulp wood out of the 
woods. He said that, of course, it is much worse in Canada than 
it is here because of the fact that many of the Canadians hav: 
gone to the front and in addition there is now conscription there 

It was at first thought that Mr. Clarkson would stay in Was! 
ington for several days to confer further with officials of the Trad 
Commission, but he left this afternoon with Commissioner Pringle 
and his party. 


News Print Compromise Discussed 

WasuHincton, D. C., November 12, 1917.—Attorneys for 
news print manufacturers, including George G. Battle and oth 
prominent lawyers, had a long conference here the latter part of 
last week with Assistant Attorney General Todd, who is in charge 
of the case against the manufacturers, due to come to trial « 
November 15. Also present at the conference were Mark Hym 
and Herbert C. Smyth, who have direct charge of the case in 
New York City. 

There have been some interesting rumors current here as t! 
result of the conference, and it is freely said that some kind 
a compromise is proposed and that the case will never come ' 
trial. In addition to the many matters that point to this as 
correct rumor is the fact that Frank G. Glass, chairman of t! 
paper committee of the A. N. P. A. and one of the leading new 
paper publishers in connection with the news print question, is 
town, and has had conferences with Mr. Todd, Senator Fletcher 
and other government officials. There are also a number of oth: 
newspaper publishers about Washington who seem to be sur 
that something is in the air. 

No announcement on this case is available at the Departme: 
of Justice. As a matter of fact the case may not yet be settle: 
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but officials at the department say that even if the case is finally 
dropped no statement may be issued here. It is stated that very 
important cases are dropped for one reason or another and that 
mention is made of them. 
f this rumor be true it confirms a report already printed in 
Parer TRADE JOURNAL, but which was emphatically denied 
later by officials of the Department of Justice here, to the effect 
that the case would be dropped.. Just what the final outcome of 
; matter will be cannot be foretold at this time, but those who 
ive watched this whole matter are of the opinion that there is 
t least “something in the air” in connection with the case.

Book Paper Case Is Settled 
inal action has been taken on the book paper proposition by 
e Federal Trade Commission. An order has been entered in 
case and it has been disposed of, in so far as can be foreseen 
this time. 
\s announced in last week’s issue of the Paper TRADE JOURNAL, 
attorneys of the book paper manufacturers met here last 
\ursday to take the matter up with final action in view. he 
torneys for the book paper manufacturers here included: Judge 
Charles F. Moore, secretary of the former association; George G. 
Battle, representing the Oxford Paper Company, the Kimberly- 
lark Company, the Lakeside Paper Company, the Bergstrom 
iper Company, the Ticonderoga Pulp & Paper Company, the 
Miami Paper Company, and others; John S. Parker, representing 
the New York & Pennsylvania Company and the Everett Paper 
George B. Nelson, representing the West Virginia Pulp 
All of the paper concerns noted 


Company ; 
& Paper Company and others. 
in the formal complaint of the commission were either repre- 
sented or had agreed to the order which had been drawn up 

intly by attorneys of the commission and attorneys for the 
manufacturers. 

Prior to the meeting of the attorneys with the full commission, 
they met in the private office of William T. Chantland, chief ex- 
miner of the commission, who has handled the legal aspect of 
the book paper matter for the commission. They signed the final 
agreements and then met the commission. Commissioners Harris, 
Davies, Colver and Fort were present. The meeting with the 
commission was short and merely to go through formalities. 

Mr. Chantland opened the meeting by informing the commis- 
sion that a stipulation which had been drawn up jointly had been 
signed by all of the attorneys present and that those firms not 
represented had agreed to the stipulation. He paid a high tribute 
to the book paper attorneys by stating that a final disposition of 
the case had only been made possible because of the attorneys 
for the manufacturers in taking the broadest kind of views on 
the various matters presented. 

Mr. Battle replied to the remarks of Mr. Chantland by stating 
that he was very happy that the matters had terminated so hap- 
pily for all and thanked the commission and the attorneys for 
their “fair and courteous” treatment which had been accorded him 
and the other attorneys. After a few more words the commis- 
sioners announced that they would take the matter under ad- 
visement and make disposition of the matter by the following 
day. 

Terms of the Agreement 


However, upon second thought, the commissioners immediately 
went into executive session and finally disposed of the case. Fol- 
lowing is the stipulation as agreed upon: 

“It is hereby stipulated and agreed, subject to the approval of 
the Federal Trade Commission, by and between the trial counsel 
representing the Federal Trade Commission and the several re- 
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spondents represented by their counsel of record signatory hereto, 
that the Federal Trade Commission shall enter the following order 
disposing of this complaint: 

“It is hereby ordered by the: Federal Trade Commission: 

“(I) That the dissolution of the Bureau of Statistics of the 
Book Paper Manufacturers, as set forth in the answers and 
amended answers in this complaint, be and the same is hereby 
approved; 

“(II) That each and all of the respondents signatory hereto 
(here insert in the order itself the names of the stipulating re- 
spondents in the formal order when made and entered of record) 
shall forever cease and desist from continuing their respective 
memberships in the said Bureau of Statistics of the Book Paper 
Manufacturers, or from reorganizing the said bureau, and shall 
not create or join or become members of any such bureau or 
similar organization having for its purpose the objects, or any 
of them, charged in the complaint of this case as having been 
the objects of the said Bureau of Statistics, and shall forever 
cease and desist from carrying on such activities as are charged 
in the complaint to have been carried on by the said bureau, and 
from engaging in any concerted movement (1) to enhance prices 
of book print paper, or (2) to maintain such enhanced prices, or 
(3) to bring about substantial uniformity of such prices, or (4) 
to effect or maintain such enhancement or such uniformity of 
prices through the medium of telephone communication, or by 
correspondence, or by personal meetings, or through other com- 
munications, or in any other manner whatsoever. 

“(III) That the respondent Charles F. Moore be and is hereby 
ordered to forever cease and desist from continuing said Bureau 
of Statistics of the Book Paper Manufacturers, or from reorgan- 
izing such bureau, or from creating, managing, conducting, work- 
ing for or becoming connected in any capacity with any other 
bureau or similar organization having for its purpose the objects 
charged in the complaint as having been the objects of said Bureau 
of Statistics, or similar objects, and from being connected with 
or assisting in any concerted movement to enhance prices of book 
print paper or maintain such enhanced prices or to bring about 
substantiai uniformity of such prices or from aiding and assist- 
ing in any capacity in effecting or maintaining such enhancement 
or such uniformity of prices through the medium of telephone 
communication or by correspondence or by personal meetings or 
through other communications or in any other manner whatso- 
ever.” 

Statement by Judge Moore 


Following the final disposition of the case Judge Moore said 
to the representative of the PAPER TRADE JOURNAL: 

“From the very beginning of this case we have received the 
most courteous and fair treatment both from the commissioners 
and the chief examiner and others with whom we had to deal 
which made it easy for us to deal with the commission on broad 
and proper lines. The intention of the book paper manufacturers 
is to co-operate with the commission and to afford every assistance 
possible to work out the plan to collect and give out data of inter- 
est to all parties. There has been no intention in the minds of 
the manufacturers of doing anything that in any way conflicted 
with the law, and the manufacturers are willing to act with the 
commission.” 

Attorneys Pleased with Outcome 


All of the attorneys connected with the case expressed them- 
selves as very much pleased with the outcome and as feeling that 
the manufacturers had taken the right steps in this case. 

Briefly reviewing this whole proceeding it will no doubt be re- 
membered that the original book paper investigation was insti- 
gated by the commission as the result of the so-called Fletcher 
resolution in the Senate asking for an investigation of the book 
paper industry.

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BOOK PAPER PRICE INQUIRY 
IS COMMENCED IN CANADA 


Commissioner Pringle Opens the Investigation in the Ontario 
Legislative Buildings at Toronto—Mr. Clarkson, Who Has 
Already Investigated the Cost in News Mills Is Appointed 
to Investigate the Cost in Pulp and Paper Mills Devoted 
to the Manufacture of Book Paper—Paper Makers Will 
Be Required to Answer a List of Questions—TInquiry May 
Last Several Months. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Toronto, November 10, 1917.—The preliminary hearing in the 
inquiry into book paper prices in Canada was held in the Ontario 
legislative buildings here yesterday morning. Commissioner 
Pringle stated, in opening the session, that he had been ready 
for some time to proceed with the investigation, but no one had 
been prepared until the present time to institute proceedings. 
He invited counsel to submit suggestions as to how they would 
like to move in the matter. 


Questions for Paper and Pulp Men 


I. F. Hellmuth, K. C., who had been retained by the Trade and 
Class Section of the Canadian Press Association, at whose 
instance the investigation is being made, thereupon produced a 
set of questions which he thought the manufacturers of sulphite 
pulp should be required to answer, and another set of questions 
to be submitted to the book paper manufacturers. 

Some of the questions having been read, George F. Henderson, 
K. C., who was watching proceedings on behalf of the International 
Paper Company, and J. R. Booth, protested that it was an impos- 


sibility to answer some of them, and requested that only practical 
questions should be submitted. He favored the Commissioner’s 
proposal that an official accountant should be sent into the mills 
to determine the cost of production, but did not think that the 
questions should be put until after the accountant’s reports had 
been completed. 


Several Months to Complete Inquiry 

It was finally decided by the Commissioner that Mr. Clarkson, 
who had already investigated the costs in the news mills, should 
also cover the pulp and paper mills interested in the production of 
book paper, and at the same time that Mr. Hellmuth’s questions 
should be submitted and answered as fully as possible. The Com- 
missioner intimated that it would probably take several months 
to complete the inquiry, and he wanted to have matters expedited 
as much as he could. 

An effort was made by the manufacturers to come to some terms 
with the publishers and thus avoid the necessity of holding a long- 
drawn-out investigation. Overtures to this end were made by 
R. S. Waldie, president of the Toronto Paper Manufacturing 
Company, who suggested that the two sides should get together 
and try to settle their differences amicably. He submitted that 
the manufacturers wanted to see their customers satisfied, but 
pointed out that ninety per cent of the output went through the 
hands of the jobbers. Also, they could not be expected to give 
their best paper at the same price as their poorer grades. To a 
question of the Commissioner he said that he would not mind if 
the jobbers were controlled. 

Mr. Hellmuth interposed to say that his clients claimed that they 
could import the same kind of paper from the United States, pay 
the duty and get it cheaper than they could get it from Canadian 
firms. If this state of affairs actually existed, Commissioner 
Pringle said, it ought to be investigated as well. 

The investigation is evidently to continue in spite of Mr. 
Waldie’s offer to confer with the publishers and whether anything 


will eventuate in the direction of an agreement betwen the two 
parties remains to be seen. 


Sulphite Prices 


During the session an interesting passage at arms occurred 
between Commissioner Pringle and T. J. Stevenson, sales manager 
of the Riordon Pulp & Paper Company, who are large producers 
of sulphite pulp. Mr. Stevenson was asked to name the com- 
panies making sulphite pulp in Canada. He mentioned the 
Dominion Sulphite Company, the Nashwaak Company, the St. 
Lawrence Company, the British Columbia Sulphite Company and 
the Riordon Company. He was then asked to give evidence 
regarding the price of sulphite. 

Mr. Stevenson replied that before the war it had been $45 a 
ton; that, since the outbreak of war, it had gone as high as $110, 
but that it had been reduced since January 1 to $70. The Com- 
missioner asked if the rise from $45 to $110 had not been due to 
the fact that Scandinavian sulphite was not coming across the 
Atlantic in competition. Mr. Stevenson denied this emphatically, 
but the Commissioner persisted in insinuating that this was the 
reason for the extraordinary advance. He then asked if the cut 
in price had not been made because Scandinavian pulp was again 
coming into competition with them. Mr. Stevenson replied that 
the cut had been made to meet the market and that it was the 
trend of the market that determined the price. 

“We know that the sulphite manufacturers took advantage of 
their position and raised prices from $40 to $110,” reiterated the 
Commissioner. “Is it any wonder the Government intervenes and 
sasy that if the manufacturers take advantage of such conditions 
and jump prices, it is time for state control? We concede that 
there is an increase in the cost of manufacture of sulphite pulp, but 
we have yet to find adequate reason for this extraordinary jump.” 


Order Regarding Paper Packages 

There is still uncertainty as to the effect of the Canadian Food 
Controller’s order, prohibiting the sale of cereals in less than 
twenty-pound packages. After the order was promulgated such 
a chorus of protest arose that a concession was made allowing the 
sale of certain lines of breakfast foods as formerly, but under 
license. A special committee is now at work reporting on the 
situation and laying down regulations with regard to the licenses. 
All manufacturers who have applied for licenses have been ordered 
to furnish detailed information as tu the net contents of packages, 
the cost of containers and the cost of advertising. While the 
exact regulations under which licenses will be granted have not 
yet been decided, it is proposed to require that the cost of con- 
tainers should be limited to a very small proportion of the total 
price and that the prices at which these goods are sold to the 
public should not exceed an amount allowing a reasonable profit 
on bulk goods plus the cost of containers. It looks as if the man- 
ufacturers of board and lining papers were not going to lose much 
business after all. 


Kraft Mill Planned in Florida 


Jacksonvitte, Fla., November 12, 1917.—Plans involved in the 
sale of the Carpenter-O’Brien Company’s entire saw mill opera- 
tion to the Brooks, Scanlon Company, contemplate among other 
things not only the doubling of the company’s big saw mill at 
Eastport by the addition of a twin saw mill, planing mill, dry 
kilns, etc., but also the erection of a pulp and paper mill to manu- 
facture 100 tons of kraft paper a day.

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PAPER COMMITTEE ASSERTS 
THE MILLS MUST MAKE NEWS 


Says Market on Other Grades of Paper Is Soft—Advances 
Additional Reasons as to Why Publishers Should Go Slow 
About Arranging Their News Print Contract for 1918— 


Say Production. Is Increasing and Consumption Is De- 
creasing—Decrease in Advertising Throughout the Coun- 
try Will Cause a Further Decrease in Consumption of 


Paper—Wood Shortage Has Not Materialized. 


The American Newspaper Publishers’ Association’s paper com- 
mittee continues to ask the co-operation of all publishers in the 
way of “going slow” on next year’s contracts, unless terms and 
conditions are satisfactory, according to the Fourth Estate. 


Paper Committee’s New Announcement 

In addition to its reasons, announced last week, the paper com- 
mittee now says: 

“It might be observed that this is a safe course for publishers 
to pursue for the further reasons that paper manufacturers cannot 
now turn their machines off news print as they have threatened 
to do. 

“The markets for other grades of paper are decidedly soft, and 
many of these mills are running only 60 per cent. capacity. 

“It is true many claim they are deliberately reducing production 
to maintain prices firm in a soft market, but in spite of this prices 
have softened substantially and this grade of paper is difficult 
to sell. 

“The International Paper Company, during the summer months, 
produced 200 to 300 tons a day more news print than its now 
normal production, which is about 1,300 tons a day. It has re- 
tained for a year past Charles F, Duncan, formerly with the 
Marathon Paper Mills, and the Minnesota & Ontario Power Com- 
pany, associated with Dan J. Albertson, engineer of Kalamazoo, 
Mich., for the particular business of examining all its mills and 
turning as many machines as possible off news print and on 
specialties and other grades. 

“In spite of this systematic and scientific attempt to divert ton- 
nage, and in spite of the fact that a year ago it was running 
sixty-two machines on news print and has now only fifty-two, 
it is making more news print paper because the machines now 
running are the most modern machines, having a capacity for larger 
production than the older ones being taken off. 

“This shows in the face of such attempt to divert machines off 
news print, how little has been accomplished and how improb- 


able it is that further machines can be switched in this way, under 
existing markets. 


Many Depand on Open Market 

“For this reason, publishers need not be afraid if they have tc 
depend for their next year’s supply on the open market, or so 
much paper will be diverted that it will create a scarcity. 

“Since the announcement of the recommendation of the paper 
committee urging publishers to adopt the policy of only making 
contracts at a satisfactory price and under satisfactory contract 
conditions, we have had reports from a large number of publish- 
ers, who by insisting on this position, have now been able to ob- 
tain contracts under prices and conditions endorsed by the com- 
mittee and certainly on a much better basis than if they had al- 


lowed themselves to be coerced into a panicky frame of mind as 
was the case last year. 


A Seller’s Market 


“To some extent at least, it is now a seller’s market. 
“Further, it must be borne in mind that the new postal rates 
and zone system now in force against newspapers, and which pro- 


vided such amusement for paper manufacturers and their trade 
journals at the time the government imposed these unjust taxes 
on newspapers, are now developing to be a substantial item in re- 
ducing next year’s paper consumption. 

“A number of very large newspapers will have their circulation 
reduced tremendously by these new postal rates and by the pro- 
posed increase in rates by express companies. 

“This will all tend, of course, to reduce circulation. 

“In addition to all the other economies and reductions which 
are now effective, the differential between production and con- 
sumption is very substantially now in favor of the publisher. 


Further Reduction in Consumption 


“A further reduction in consumption is indicated by the fact 
that advertising figures to date throughout the country show ; 
decrease of roughly 10 per cent. over last year, which will fur- 
ther decrease the consumption of paper. 

“In addition to this, we have increased production, a number 
of new mills coming on the market, Newfoundland paper—all of 
this coupled with decreased exports. 

“Under the panicky conditions of last year’s market at this time, 
publishers covered themselves, even at the then existing fear- 
fully high prices, for their maximum requirements. These say- 
ings effected a drop in business, which has had the result of 
building up enormous storage, so that it is now known that in the 
hands of the manufacturers, in transit and in publishers’ ware- 
houses, there is substantially more than 300,000 tons or, roughly 
a three months’ supply. 


Wood Shortage Has Not Materialized 


“The famous wood shortage bellowed broadcast by the big and 
little trumpets of the manufacturing fraternity has failed to mate- 
rialize. Labor conditions, while very scarce and severe, have not 
been as bad as anticipated. Woods operations have been continue! 
and all mills are getting in a satisfactory supply, although 
increased prices. 

“Tt is apparently possible at the present time that a serious woo! 
situation may develop by a year from now, but certainly not 
before. There has been ample water in all the mills, particular]; 
those United States mills in Wisconsin and northern New York, 
so that the supply and production of ground wood pulp is very 
much above normal and there are enormous stocks on hand, the 
aggregate of which is probably in the vicinity of 350,000 tons, 
single manufacturers having as much as 40,000 tons, so that the 
pulp supply for the coming year promises to be exceptionally 
good. Price dropped from $56 a ton at the mill to now about $30.” 


Overweight Allowance 


“The paper committee believe that contracts should only be 
arranged for next year at a fair price and that the 5 per cent. 
overweight allowance should be reduced to a maximum over- 
weight of one-half pound, or certainly not more than 3 per cent., 
which would be equal to approximately one pound, and that the 


average weight of the paper supplied must be 32 pounds on the 
basis of 34 x 26—500 sheets.” 


Paper Co. Gives Mortgage for $100,000 


Syracuse, N. Y., November 12, 1917—A $100,000 mortgage 
given by. the Skaneateles Paper Company to the Syracuse Trust 
Company, was filed with the county clerk last week. The paper 
company has issued $100,000 in first mortgage 6 per cent. go 
bonds of the par value of $500 each. Bonds numbered one 
twenty will be retired in 1918; twenty-one to forty in 1919, an 
twenty each year thereafter. ;

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NEW WAGE SCHEDULE STILL 
CAUSES TROUBLE AT HOLYOKE 


"One of the Paper Mills Which Has Always Acted Indepen- 
dently Has Not as Yet Acceded to the New Demands— 
Due to What Was Probably a Misunderstanding. Some 
of the Paper Mill Employees Did Not Receive as Large a 
Wage Increase as They Expected from the New Wage 
Schedule—Numerous Prominent Paper Men Are Repre- 
sented on the Red Triangle War Campaign Committee. 


[From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Hotyoxe, Mass., November 12, 1917—The paper mill workers 
and paper manufacturers are still having their troubles over the 
new wage schedules demanded by the Eagle Lodge of Papermakers, 
which includes practically all of the paper mill operatives. 
Although the manufacturers, with the exception of one or two, 
have already made agreements with the employes, as was pre- 
viously noted, one of the mills which has always acted independ- 
ently in treating with the Eagle Lodge of Papermakers has as 
yet not acceded to the new demands. 

At a special meeting of the Eagle Lodge held Sunday, it was 
voted to reject the counter proposition received from an inde- 
pendent mill calling for a percentage increase in wages, instead 
of the flat advance asked. The special committee having in charge 
this matter was instructed to report to the paper manufacturer 
the action taken and request acceptance of the same scale that 
was recently adopted by he other paper manufacturers. 

Probably due to a misunderstanding, several hundred paper 
mill employes had cause to complain last week when, upon open- 
ing their pay envelopes, they found that they did not receive as 
much salary as they had expected from the new schedule of 
wages just recently adopted by the manufacturers. The paper 
mill employes protested to Business Agent William B. Clements 
of the Eagle Lodge of Papermakers, who got in immediate touch 
with representatives of the manufacturers in an effort to straighten 
out the matter. 

Thursday, November 15, will doubtless be a big day for the 
thousands of paper-mill workers in this city, South Hadley Falls 
and Mittineague. At this time the employes will be given the 
back salary dating back from October 1, in accordance with the 
increased wage schedules that effect all departments of the paper 
mills. 

The International Brotherhood of Papermakers, of which the 
Eagle Lodge of Papermakers is the local organization, at a recent 
meeting re-elected William B. Clements as third vice-president, 
and in appreciation of his services rendered, voted him a sub- 
stantial increase in salary. 


Paper Men on Red Triangle Committee 


A number of Holyoke’s most prominent paper manufacturers 
are members of the Red Triangle War Campaign Committee, 
which has been organized with the purpose of raising $75,000, as 
Holyoke’s share of this campaign. The paper men on the com- 
mittee are George A. Savoy, of the National Blank Book Com 
pany; Sidney E. Whiting, of the Whiting Paper Company; Edward 
S. Towne, assistant treasurer of the National Blank Book Company ; 
Sidney S. Rogers, assistant treasurer of the Chemical Paper Man- 
ufacturing Company; Charles A. Chase, sales manager of the 
American Pad & Paper Company; H. R. Thorpe, assistant sales 
manager of the White and Wyckoff Manufacturing Company ; 
J. B. Woodruff, and Frank B. Towne, of the National Blank 
Book Company. 

Systematizing Paper Shipments 


The work of shipping paper in less than car load lots is to be 
still greater systematized. The New York, New Haven & Hart- 


ford Railroad put a new arrangement into effect to-day for accept- 
ance and forwarding of less than car load lots of freight. Since 
the paper manufacturers constitute Holyoke’s greatest shippers, 
the new. arrangement will greatly benefit the manufacturers. 


The new change has the approval of P. J. Dowd, spokesman in 
traffic matters for the local paper manufacturers. The new system, 
which is known as the shipping day plan, has for its purpose the 
conservation of equipment and the reduction in car and train 
movement, thereby relieving yard and termial facilities. Direct 
cars will be scheduled from one point to another, according to 
volume of freight moving. Daily cars will move from one station 
to another where the volume of freight is sufficient to warrant 
this service, while weekly cars are scheduled where the quantity 
of business does not warrant more frequent service. An illus- 
tration of the new system follows: A car is slated to leave on a 
Tuesday morning. To get shipments made on this car the man- 
ufacturers will have to see that their shipments are loaded befor: 
the car is scheduled to depart, or wait until the next regular car 
for this point is scheduled. This will do away with the custom 
of having one paper concern make ready for shipment a couple of 
1,000 pounds of paper for to-day, another concern a small lot 
another day, and so on, causing delays and congestion. 


The new plan will facilitate the business of the shipper, the 
consignee and the railroad, and the co-operation of these, with 
the truckers, toward the relief of the freight congestion, will, in 
every way, increase the efficiency, promptness and regularity of 
small freight shipments, as well as reduce the number of cars 
necessary to handle the business. 


Chapman Paper Company Leases Building 


St. Louis, Mo., November 9, 1917.—One of the more important 
real estate transactions of the week was the leasing of the large 
building on the northeast corner of Second and Olive streets to the 
T. P. Chapman Paper Company. 

In addition to doing a large jobbing business in wrapping 
papers, twines and paper specialties, the T. P. Chapman Paper 
Company operate a folding paper box factory, being one of the 
pioneers in St. Louis in the manufacture of this line. This build- 
ing will give the firm much needed additional floor space occa- 
sioned by its rapidly growing business, and will be one of the 
largest buildings in the country devoted to the wrapping paper 
business, 

This company is one of the best-known wrapping-paper houses 
in the city and does an extensive business in paper boxes through- 
out the Middle West. It started in business in a building on 
Locust street, containing about 7,000 square feet, but was soon 
forced to secure larger quarters, moving to 319-321 North Second 
street, afterwards acquiring the adjoining buildings of 313-315 and 
317-319 North Second street, giving it a floor space of about 60,000 
square feet. 

The building which the firm has now leased consists of six 
floors and basement, containing 100,000 square feet, and affords 
improved facilities for handling its wrapping-paper jobbing 
business, as well as its manufacturing department. The firm ex- 
pects to move to the new location soon after the first of the year, 
after extensive alterations have been made to fit it up as a modern 
warehouse and factory building.

Is Most Talked-About Topic in the Dominion Just at Present— 
Sir Edmund Walker, Head of the Canadian Bank of Com- 
merce, Says That Canada Should Take Its Stand with 
the Big Paper Making Countries of the World—Forest 
Product Laboratory Will Open Its Experimental Pulp Mill 
in Montreal Early in the New Year—Price of Sulphite 
Pulp—Forestry Nursery To Be Extended.

MoNntTREAL, Que., November 12, 1917.—No other topic is being 
talked about more in Canada to-day than the raising of what 
is termed a Victory Loan, the purpose of which is to finance the 
purchase of munitions and food in Canada by Great Britain. The 
campaign for the raising of this loan is the most widely-adver- 
tised and best-organized of any public movement in the whole 
history of the country. In Montreal this morning the campaign 
began with the roar of heavy guns fired from the top of the 
mountain, and soon the offices and warehouses in the business 
section of the city were flooded by voluntary canvassers working 
in teams. The purpose is to raise a loan of $150,000,000, which 
is a good investment for the public, as it returns over 5%4 per 
cent, and is free of all taxes. It is fully expected, however, that 
at least $300,000,000 will be raised, as the loan is within reach 
of all, the bonds being as low as $50, payable on the hire-purchase 
plan. All the money raised will be spent in Canada, so that the 
raising of the loan means a continuance of the phenomenal pros- 
perity which the country is enjoying. In 1913, the exports of 
Canada’s agricultural, animal, fisheries, forest and manufactured 
products amounted to $298,000,000. War orders, has 
caused these exports to rise until in the fiscal year ending in 
1917 they amounted to $1,059,000,000. Thus in the last official 
year Canada has shipped $687,000,000 worth of products more 
than in the best previous year in the country’s history. It is 
to enable this great flow of business to continue that the present 
loan is being raised, and there is every prospect that it will be as 
great a success in its way as the Liberty Loan was in the United 
States. The British tank and captured German submarine which 
figured in the raising of the Liberty Loan in New York are being 
brought to Montreal to aid in stimulating interest in the Victory 
Loan,

Sir Edmund Walker on Paper-Making 


Sir Edmund Walker, president of the Canadian Bank of Com- 
merce, in an interview on what Canada must do in a readjust- 
ment of trade conditions after the war, laid great emphasis on 
the necessity of concentrating our efforts upon the industries 
which can obtain their basic supplies within our own borders. 
Among the basic industries of the country he instanced paper- 
making, in which, he said, Canadians can excel. 

“We began this trade,” he said, “by cutting down the pulpwood 
and shipping it all to the United States. We were more or less 
terrorized into the idea that we could not make pulp, much less 
the paper, but in a few years we have been able to assume a 
commanding position in the paper-making industry of North 
America, which we can maintain by careful and wise develop- 
ment. But what we need to do is to go farther and discover what 
better varieties of paper we can manufacture. We should make 
from the commonest to the finest qualities and take a stand with 
the big paper-making countries of the world.” 


Tree-Felling by Machinery 


In view of the shortage of labor here, much interest is being 
shown in a new invention in the United States, mentioned in a 


recent issue of the Popular Science Monthly, by which a steam 
operated sawing machine will fell more trees in an eight-hour day 
than 30 lumbermen. This machine is said to work close to 
ground, and to leave no stumps standing.

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CANADIAN NEWS PRINT MEN 
CONFIDENT ABOUT PRICES 


Feel That They Have The Best of Cases and That the Charge 
of Extortionate Prices by the Publishers Has Been En- 
tirely Disproved by the Mill Figures Submitted by the Ex- 
pert Accountant—St. Lawrence Water Power Is Still a 
Matter of Vital Interest—M. J. O’Brien, Ltd., Is Incorpo- 
rated for $20,000,000, Among Othe: Things to Deal in 
Timber, Wood Pulp Paper and Products Thereof. 


[From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Ottawa, Ont., November 13, 1917—Both the manufacturers of 
news print and the publishers seem to be marking time pending the 
fixing of the price by Controller Pringle. This question will prob- 
ably be disposed of a week from to-day. Strange to say despite 
the agitation which they have been up against in the past few 
months at the hands of the publishers of newspapers, the manu- 
facturers are sitting back perfectly confident of the outcome. They 
feel they have the very best of cases and that the charge of extor- 
tionate prices of news print paper made by the publishers has 
burst like a water bubble on the publication of the cost figures set 
down after an exhaustive survey of 13 mills by expert accountants. 

In view of the uncontradictable evidence of an actual loss on 
every ton of news print sold to the Canadian publishers the man- 
ufacturers feel that the new price to be set by the controller will 
afford them and the industry ample protection. That it will be 
at least 3 cents per pound, and likely 3% cents per pound is the 
belief. Controller Pringle is in Washington to-day conferring with 
members of the Federal Trade Commission on the fair news print 
cost. At the inquiry here it was stated by the controller that 
the price to be fixed, whatever it would be, would probably be the 
same all over the American continent, and the importance of 
having a fair price fixed by the Federal Trade Commission is 
easily understood by the fact that 89 per cent of the paper man- 
ufactured here is exported principally to the United States. Thus, 
unless there is some co-operation between the Federal Trade Com- 
mission and the Canadian controller in the matter of_a price, it 
would not be very much use if 4 cents or more was allowed in 
Canada. 


Sir Wilfrid Laurier Puts Interesting Questions 


As readers of the Paper TRADE JOURNAL are no doubt aware, 
Canada is in the throes of one of the most bitter federal elections 
since confederation. The Union Government, formed of a fusion 
of Tory and Liberal leaders, is going to the electorate on prac 
tically one issue—that of conscription. On the other hand, Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier, Liberal leader for many years, who was forsaken 
on this issue by some of his best henchmen, will appeal to the 
people for election on a policy of opposition to conscription with- 
out a referendum to the people. He issued a voluminous man- 
ifesto to the country a week ago, in which he described the com- 
pulsory service bill as a grave error. One of the planks in his 
platform is tariff reform. In opening his campaign in Quebec 
city Sir Wilfrid dragged the news print paper situation into 
his speech by amusing himself at the expense of Hon. W. J. 
Hannan’s efforts to control the price of foodstuffs in Canada. In 
remarking that he had hesitated to fix prices for the necessities 
of life, Sir Wilfrid said: “But it was not the same thing with the 
proprietors of newspapers. The manufacturers of news print 
paper complained they could not make it at the price required. 
But the price was fixed. If the government can dispose of the 
paper question in such a way, why cannot it do the same thing with 
bread and bacon. It would be a simple thing to name a con- 
troller instead of a man who gives advice and let him exercise his 


authority over all food supplies as the price of news print paper,” 

The question of getting power by damming the St. Lawrence 
River is still being discussed. In addition to the opposition ex- 
pressed by the Commission of Conservation, the Honorary Ad- 
visory Council for Scientific and Industrial Research has added 
its protest to the scheme of a number of Montreal proprietors, 
A resolution was passed and forwarded to the government in 
which’ it is pointed out that the mere development of wate 
power is of little value to the community, unless the power s 
developed is used to build up the industries of the country, and 
that regulations should be enacted under which no further Canadian 
hydro-electric power be exported, but that this be retained as a 
national asset, for the development of industries in the Dominion 

Another item of interest to the power world is the appoint- 
ment made by order-in-council.a week ago of Sir Henry Drayton, 
chairman of the Board of Railway Commissioners, as “controller 
of the production and distributing electric energy in the province 
of Ontario.” His duties will be to determine preferences and 
priorities in the supply of such electrical energy to the end that 
a sufficient supply shall be furnished to factories and users 
engaged, directly or indirectly, in munition work or work for 
any of the Allied governments, and also for municipal and 
technical requirements.

lieries, quarries, sand-pits, and gravel beds, and to carry on the 
business of lumbermen and paper makers in all its branches, and 
to manufacture, buy, sell, and deal in timber, lumber, wood, pulp 
and paper and the products thereof.”

A definite policy of grading down prices of sulphite pulp with 
the lowering of costs for manufacturing, irrespective of the 
demand, has been adopted by the Riordon Pulp & Paper Com- 
pany.

Country Is Facing a Time When Conditions Are Likely to 
Change Overnight, so All Conjectures as to When the Mar- 
ket Is Going to Improve Are Put in Guesswork Class— 
Literally No Market at Present—F. D. Wilson Has Re- 
covered and Will Soon Be Seen Again in the Trade— 
Central States Peper Trades’ Association Now Has Chi- 
cago Office. 


Cuicaco, November 5, 1917—A professor in a noted college 
once wrote a “History of Iceland.” And in it he took up chapter 
by chapter, the conditions in that little faraway principality. In 
the index Chapter VII. was headed: “Snakes in Iceland.” And 
upon turning to that chapter the reader saw only a single sentence 
on the page devoted to that chapter: “There are no snakes in 
Iceland.” This is exactly the condition of the paper market in 
Chicago. There is no paper market in Chicago. We were talk- 
ing the other day to one who is in a position to know about these 
matters and he handed us a letter which we asked permission to 
quote in part. Here it is: 

“The most vital question facing the paper dealer today seems 
to be whether paper will advance or decline in price. Many of 
the mills have withdrawn prices and are quoting only on actual 
specifications. We have received many inquiries during the past 
week, asking for definite information regarding the market. Pos- 
sibly the best answer that can be given is that there is no market. 
Chaotic conditions prevail, and what the morrow will bring forth 
is a matter of conjecture purely. There is no precedent upon 
which to base an opinion as regards the possibilities of the future, 
as the industry has never before been called upon to face a condi- 
tion such as confronts it today. Few men will even venture an 
opinion as to the cause of the situation, but all admit its existence. 

“Tt seems that the time has come when ‘Silence is Golden.’ ” 

Following up this line of thought, we saw a very big man in 
the industry and one whose opinion would be accepted without 


question, it it were printed. But it is his opinion that all talk 
about when the paper market is going to improve is all guessw< 
“This country is facing conditions that are likely to change oy 
night,” said he, ‘and no man can say anything more. All that 
printed is mere conjecture. The man who can look into the fut 
and foretell with certainty what will transpire does not live today.”

There being no action 
between the hardened pins and the softer edges of the holes, bushings are 
unnecessary.

Harrison P. Warrener 

CINCINNATI, Ohio, November 12, 1917.—Harrison P. Warrener, 
one of the founders and for many years secretary and general 
manager of the Whitaker Paper Company, Cincinnati, Ohio, died 
on November 3, 1917.

At the time of his death, Mr. Warrener, in addition to his 
duties here, was performing the duties of a member of the Board 
of Directors of The Union Central Life Insurance Company, of 
this city, and Member of the Board of Trustees of Marietta Col- 
lege, Ohio, of which institution he was an honored alumnus.

Mr. Warrener is survived by his widow, Augusta Clark War- 
rener, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Jesse R. Clark, of Cincinnati, and 
by an infant son, Harrison P. Warrener, Jr. 

The following tribute was officially adopted by the board 
of directors of the company at a special meeting called to take 
action upon their loss: 

It was an Ohio poet who wrote: 


“There is no glory worth a moment’s thought 
Save that which links the memory of a man 
To some fair order out of Chaos wrought 
By Him creating on Creation’s plan. 


“His work it is that lifts the human life; 
While others lead by law’s and battle’s might 
He rises into calm above the strife 
And sets new guiding stars along the night.” 


Such is the glory that illumines the memory of Harrison P. 
Warrener. It is the crowning glory of a life that lifted the human 
life at every contact. His memory is linked to the fair order which 
he wrought out of the chaos of circumstance—a memory that is 
calm, serene, beautiful, triumphant—a beacon to guide us through 
the darkness of desolation that descended upon us when he went 
hence. 

Harrison P. Warrener was born in Athens County, Ohio, on 
the twenty-sixth day of April, 1877.

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MAKING NEWS PRINT PAPER WITHOUT SULPHITE 


Edward F. Millard of Watertown, Mass., Has Just Been Granted Patent on a Process Which Provides for the 
Production of Paper From Combination of Long and Short Fiber Wood Pulp Ground on Two Sepa- 
rate Machines—Claims Superior Paper and More Rapid Production Than Has 
Formerly Been Possible. 


Edward F. Millard, of Watertown, Mass., who has just been 
granted a patent for making paper exclusively out of wood 
pulp and without the use of sulphite, interestingly describes 
his process as follows: 

This invention relates to the manufacture of paper; the pri- 
mary object in view is the production of a novel paper which 
is composed wholly of raw wood pulp stock in a proper mix- 
ture of both short thin and relatively long fibrous material, 
without any chemical treatment or its equivalent as a step in 
the manufacture. 


Previous Methods 


According to previous methods of commercially manufac- 
turing paper from wood pulp, it has been found invariably 
necessary to chemically treat at least a portion of the wood 
or pulp, in order to produce a pulp suitable for making paper. 
The most usual procedure prior to my invention is to use a 
proportion of plain ground wood pulp and to mix therewith 
a proportion varying from twenty-five to forty-five per cent 
of chemically made pulp, i. e., in order to provide a proper 
mixture for manufacture into a commercial paper product. It 
is most desirable to use a relatively large proportion of plain 
ground wood pulp, because of its cheapness and the relatively 
large output from a given quantity of raw wood, but the fact 
that this pulp as ordinarily ground does not have the necessary 
string texture to it, it makes the admixture of a proportion 
ef chemically made or sulphite-pulp necesary to effect mat- 
ting and to give strength to the paper product. These two 
pulps were combined in beaters and subsequently run through 
the paper making machine. It has always been difficult, how- 
ever, to thoroughly mix a sulphite-pulp with a ground wood 
pulp, and the cost of a chemically prepared pulp is so great 
that as large a proportion of plain ground wood pulp as could 
be used in the resulting mixture was generally employed, often 
to the detriment of the resulting paper product. 

In order to simplify the pulp making process, and to elimi- 
nate the expensive proportion of the sulphite-mixture hereto- 
fore necessary in the commercial manufacture of newspaper 
stock or the like, it has been suggested to treat the wooden 
blocks before being ground, subjecting them to chemical ac- 
tion, or by a step requiring heating or cooking, to so prepare 
the wood that it could be ground so as to produte a pulp with 
a sufficient fiber to give strength, and mix with the fine 
ground or “sawdust” produced from the untreated or uncooked 
wood. These prior attempts, however, have been entirely un- 
successful as treating wood chemically before grinding, is a 
more expensive and unsatisfactory step in the process of manu- 
facturing pulp, than the making of sulphite-pulp, and any cook- 
ing or heating necessarily discolors the pulp and renders it en- 
tirely unfit for newspaper stock, or the finer commercial quali- 
ties of wood pulp products. 


Pulp of Mixed Fibrous Nature 


In my development of various machines and improvements 
in the art of pulp making, I have made several inventions 
which enabled me to produce a ground all raw wood pulp with 
fibers of substantially uniform length. My inventions in this 
line are illustrated in certain of my prior Patents Nos. 449,586, 
March 31, 1891; Reissue 11,590, March 2, 1897; and 780,213, 
January 17, 1905. . While by the novel system of grinding which 


I have discovered, a pulp was produced with sufficient fiber to 
enable stock to be made, providing a substantially uniform 
composition capable of giving great strength to a product suit- 
able for newspaper work or the like, yet this product was not 
satisfactory because a suitable surface and finish was not pro- 
vided. It is, of course, possible to make a commercial paper 
entirely from sulphite-pulp, or from the uniform fibered pulp 
produced in accordance with the disclosure of my patents 
above mentioned, but the product resulting therefrom is not 
as suitable for the uses of the trade, not having the surface 
and finish which is imparted to paper made from a pulp hav- 
ing a mixed texture. My present invention consists in the dis- 
covery that a pulp having a mixed fibrous composition, pro 
duced entirely without chemical action, and wholly by grind- 
ing from raw wood can be manufactured preferably by using 
a machine similar to that of my prior Patent 780,213 to produce 
a proportion of short thin fibrous pulp, and by mixing therewith 
a proportion of longer fibered pulp ground in the same man- 
ner, but by a different adjustment of the machine or another 
machine. This produces a pulp composition of a mixed fibrous 
nature. Thus I am enabled to secure the advantages of ground 
wood pulp, producing a very cheap stock, there being a larger 
proportion of pulp from a given supply of wood than when a 
proportion of chemically made pulp is included, entirely 
eliminating the step of the chemical treatment, and, in fact, 
producing a paper with a better finish and surface, more suit- 
able to receive printing, etc., than where a sulphite-mixture 
is used. Sulphite-pulp alone does not afford a suitable sur 
face for printing, while the usual mixture of ground wood pulp 
with twenty-five to forty-five per cent of sulphite-pulp does 
not produce paper of uniform strength, because the sulphite 
and ordinary ground wood pulp cannot be thoroughly mixed. 


Two Machines Utilized 

In carrying out my present process, I find it advantageous, 
in fact, essential, to use a grinding machine, as illustrated in 
my prior Patent 780,213, in order to provide the short thin 
fiber as one step in my present process of manufacturing pa- 
per-pulp. I prefer to employ a three-pocket grinder and have 
the same set to produce fibrous pulp of suitable length to af- 
ford short thin fibers in the pulp product. In making the 
longer fibered pulp as another step in the present process, | 
may also employ a similar grinder, set to produce a long 
fibrous pulp. The long fibered pulp is required to loosen up or 
free the short fibers and give running qualities to the mixture 
in the manufacture of the paper, permitting carrying off o/ 
the water with sufficient rapidity for commercial handling and 
the short fibered pulp imparts the necessary strength and fin 
ish to the resulting product. I may thus utilize two machines, 
one producing short thin fibered pulp, and the other a relatives 
long fibered pulp, and mix these ‘two products preferably 
in a substantially equal proportion, thereby producing an all 
ground wood pulp of a mixed fibrous composition, entirely 
without the aid of chemicals, solutions, cooking, or by sulphite 
admixture of any kind. The paper made from such mixed all 
fibrous stock ground directly from raw wood is of very even 
texture and of smooth surface, finish, and with “snap” and 
“handling” or “klang” approximately equal to that of rag made 
paper. The result obtained, i. e., paper made by my present

process and from all-ground wood pulp, is remarkable, in that 
it approaches and nearly equals the paper made from 
rag pulp,—heretofore the finest and most expensive stock for 
newspapers—and I attribute this largely to the fact that my 
process permits a better texture because both the long fibers 
and the short fibers retain their fiber form, because the entire 
ground raw wood composition supplies a better finish and sur- 
face than the usual sulphite and ground wood pulp, and because 
the short and long fibers mat, combine and interlace in a pe- 
culiarly firm, smooth manner. 


Inexpensive and Rapid Production 


The paper product which is produced from the paper pulp 
made by my present process, when run through an ordinary 
paper making machine, is notably superior to the sulphite mix- 
ture, being of uniform strength, surface and finish, entirely 
without weak spots, or “streaks,” so common to sulphite made 
pulp. These weak spots and streaks often result from the 
water not running out of the pulp, the fine sawdust or flour 
pulp filling up the felt carriers and the difficulty of properly 
mixing sulphite-pulp with ground pulp. Each of these diffi- 
culties is entirely eliminated by my process, the resulting pa- 
per produced is of better finish, especially with a surface suit- 
able to receive type and not fill up the type, “blur,” or run the 
printing when being run at high speed through a printing 
press. Also being of uniform strength and texture, no diffi- 
culty is experienced in running such stock through the paper 
making machines. While I have explained that it is preferable 
to use both the short thin fibrous pulp and the long fibered 
pulp in substantially equal quantities, it will be readily under- 
stood that these proportions may be varied in a considerable 
degree for making different grades of paper. It will be no- 
ticed that the product made by my process constitutes a paper 
especially suitable for newspapers and therefore with a good 
print-receiving surface, which is made from an all-fibrous pa- 
per-pulp, and directly from raw wood having both short and 
long fibrous material rendering a homogeneous mass, afford- 
ing great strength and of equal texture throughout, while pos- 
sessing all the advantages, cheapness, quantities produced, 
etc., of ordinary ground wood pulp. Furthermore, an increased 
output of paper is permitted by a paper making machine in a 
given length of time, as the delays, stoppages, due to break- 
age, etc., formerly customary, are eliminated, my product be- 
ing run smoothly and even more rapidly through a paper mak- 
ing machine than has formerly been possible. 


What Is Claimed 


1. The improvement in the art of paper making which con- 
sists in preparing mechanically directly from raw wood a pulp 
stock composed substantially of short thin raw wood fibers, 
separately preparing mechanically directed from raw wood an- 
other pulp stock composed substantially of relatively longer 
raw wood fibers, mixing the longer fibrous stock with the 
short fibrous stock in substantially equal proportions to form 
a pulp mixture having a sufficient quantity of long fibers to 
loosen up the short fibers and facilitate running of the pulp 
combined with a sufficient quantity of short fibers to impart 
strength and finish to the paper, and preparing the paper di- 
rectly from such pulp mixture. 

2. The method of making paper pulp wholly from ground 
raw wood which consists in specially grinding a proportion 
of raw wood to form a pulp stock composed substantially uni- 
formly of short thin raw wood fibers, separately grinding an- 
other proportion of raw wood to form a pulp stock composed 


substantially uniformly of relatively longer raw wood fibers 
and mixing the longer fibrous raw wood stock with the short 
fibrous raw wood stock in substantially equal proportions to 
form a pulp mixture for paper making having a sufficient quan- 
tity of the longer fibers to loosen up the short fibers and to 
facilitate running of the pulp combined with a sufficient quan- 
tity of the short fibers to impart strength and finish to the 
paper. 

3. As a new and improved article of manufacture, a pul; 
for paper making formed wholly of two separately ground raw 
wood stocks, one stock being of short fibrous nature and the 
other of relatively longer fibrous nature, mixed together in 
substantially equal proportions to form a pulp mixture for 
paper making having a sufficient quantity of the longer fibers 
to loosen up the short fibers and to facilitate running of the 
pulp combined with a sufficient quantity of short fibers to im 
part strength and finish to the paper. 

4. As a new and improved article of manufacture, a paper 
made wholly of ground raw wood composed of two separately 
ground raw wood pulp stocks, one stock being of short fibrous 
nature and the other of longer fibrous nature, mixed together 
in substantially equal proportions to form a pulp mixture from 
which the paper is made, having a sufficient quantity of long 
fibers to loosen up the short fibers and to facilitate running 
of the pulp during the manufacture of the paper, combined 
with a sufficient quantity of short fibers to impart strength and 
finish to the paper. 


Investigate Paper Making in Montana 


MissouLa, Mont., November 9, 1917—A thorough survey of 
the possibilities of paper manufacture in Montana has been under- 
taken by faculty and students of the school of journalism of the 
State University of Montana, working under the authority given 
by the Montana State Press Association during its recent meeting 
here. The Federal Forestry Bureau and the School of Forestry 
will co-operate in the inquiry, which it is hoped will be con- 
cluded within a year. The results will be published by the 
university as a bulletin. 

On the part of the Federal Forest Seryice, Supervisor R. P. 
McLaughlin of the Blackfeet forest will conduct the survey of 
sites and timber supply. Professor Fenska and students in forest 
utilization will represent the School of Forestry in the research. 
Professor Casey and the students in the senior seminar will do 
the work assigned to the school of journalism. The press asso- 
ciation placed the general direction of the survey in the hands of 
Dean Stone of the journalism school. 

“This is one of the most important assignments which we have 
ever received,” said Dean Stone. “It is a subject which may 
mean much to the newspapers of the State, as well as to other 
consumers of pulp paper. We welcome the opportunity which it 
affords to illustrate the character of public service which the 
university is prepared to render to the State, and we are glad, 
particularly, because it gives us a chance to do a good turn to 
the Montana newspapers, which have been so uniformly our 
friends.”

The exports and imports of paper and the manufacturers of 
paper for August, according to the monthly summary of the for- 
eign commerce of the United States, just issued by the Depart- 
ment of Commerce at Washington, continue to furnish some in- 
teresting comparisons. 

The total exports of paper and manufactures of paper for Au- 
gust showed a slight increase as compared with July, but showed 
a decided decrease as compared with August a year ago. The 
figures were $3,246,757 for August of the current year, $3,196,260 
for July of this year, and $4,364,018 for August a year ago. The 
total exports of paper and the manufacturers of paper for the 
eight months ending with August amounted to $26,841,174, as 
compared with $24,734,294 for the same period in 1916 and $13,- 
782,625 in 1915. 

The exports of news print showed a considerable decrease 
both as compared with the preceding month and with August a 
year ago. The figures for August of this year amounted to $496,- 
392, as against $567,380 for July and $599,354 for August of last 
year. The foreign sales of news print for the eight months end- 
ing with August amounted to $3,221,156, as against $2,737,757 
for August of 1916 and $1,683,604 for August, 1915. 

The exports of wrapping paper for August showed a slight 
increase over the preceding month, the figures being $258,523 for 
August, as compared with $241,853 for July. The figures for 
August of last year, however, amounted to $340,232. The foreign 
sales of wrapping paper for the eight months ending with August 
amounted to $2,252,086, as compared with $2,707,516 for the same 
period in 1916, and $1,005,961 in 1915. 

The exports of writing paper and envelopes showed a de- 
crease both as compared with July and with August a year ago. 
The figures were $173,643 for August of this year, as compared 
with $176,188 for July and $262,578 for August of last year. The 
foreign sales of writing paper and envelopes for the eight months 
ending with August amounted to $1,946,110, as against $1,425,312 
for the same period in 1916 and $794,402 in 1915. 

The exports of paper board showed a fair increase for the 
month, although as in the case of most other varieties of paper 
the foreign sales continue decidedly off as compared with last 
year. The figures were $172,731 for August, as against $136,025 
for July and $215,396 for August of last year. The foreign sales 
of this commodity for the eight months ending with August 
amounted to $1,315,344, as compared with $1,337,568 for 1916 and 
$530,460 for 1915. 

The total imports of paper and manufactures of paper for 
August showed an increase both as compared with July and with 
August a year ago. The figures for August were $3,550,793, as 
against $3,450,707 for July and $2,638,680 for August of last year. 
The imports of paper and manufactures of paper for the eight 
months ending with August amounted to $27,160,483, as against 


$18,519,634 for the same period in 1916 and $15,701,695 in 1°! 

The imports of printing paper for August showed a slight 
crease over the imports for July and a considerable increase « 
the imports for August a year ago. The figures for Augusi of 
the current year were $2,707,751, as compared with $2,643,614 
July and $1,625,010 for August a year ago. The imports of p: 
ing paper for the eight months ending with August amounte: 
$19,443,628, as against $12,159,622 for the same period in 1916 
$8,887,242 in 1915. 

The imports of chemical wood pulp for August decrease: 
compared with July, but showed a decided increase as comp 
with August a year ago. The figures were $2,881,165 for Au 
of this year, as against $3,172,382 for July and $1,779,094 for 
gust a year ago. 

The imports of chemical pulp for the eight months ending with 
August amounted to $22,801,090, as against $8,338,244 for the sane 
period in 1916 and $7,209,668 in 1915. 


Sauer and Serue 

With a warning that inflation had already begun, Mr. A. C. Mil- 
ler, member of the Federal Reserve Board, told the National Con- 
ference on Financing the War, which met recently in Philadelphia, 
that American business must not undertake to carry the war as 
an “extra” but must exercise the vision and imagination necessary 
to see the great changes in economic organization essential to 
victory. 

Mr. Miller pointed to the increase in Federal Reserve Bank 
investments as evidence of the existence of inflation, partially 
responsible for the rise in commodity prices since the United 
States went to war, and declared that if this increase continued 
it was not unreasonable to expect that before long the Reserve 
System would be made into a great engine of banking inflation 

Estimating the annual actual savings of the American people at 
15 billion dollars, Mr. Miller suggested that 12 billions would be 
left to absorb loans after deducting three billions to meet war 
taxes. Since appropriations for the coming year aggregate some 
20 billions, he said, five billions must be added to the nation’s sav- 
ings if the expenses of the war are to be met, for it will require 
“T can- 


not believe,” said Mr. Miller, “that those who are sponsoring the 


all the economic resources of the country to win the war.

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Opinion on News Print Settlement 


The best informed men in local news print circles still strongly 
hold the beliéf that the indictments brought against the seven 
news print manufacturers on April 12 last for violations of the 
Anti Trust Law may never go beyond a certain stage. Such was 
the opinion, as exclusively reported in the Paper TRADE JOURNAL, 
held at least a month ago, and events since that time have tended 
to strengthen rather than dissipate this belief. 

i: is held that publishers of real importance are against the 
carrying on of the trial. This is so in spite of the large noises 
being made in publishers’ organs by the lesser and comparatively 
unimportant figures. 

lust how the’ settlement will be affected is not known. Nego- 
tiations are understood to be under way, but as yet, of course, 
nothing very definite as to their nature can be divulged. The trial 
is scheduled to begin on the 15th, when the jury will be impanelled. 
The defendants in the trial are as follows: George H. Mead, 
Philip T. Dodge, George Chahoon, Jr., Gordias H. P. Gould, 
Edward W. Backus, Alexander Smith and Frank J. Sensen- 
brenner. Mr. Smith is reported to be abroad. Mr. Backus is ex- 
tremely ill and is not in New York at the time ef writing. All 
of the others named are in New York staying at various hotels. 

The attorneys for the government are Mark Hyman and Her- 
bert C. Smythe. Mr. Hyman in an interview said, “The govern- 
ment will be ready to proceed, in so far as I know, but beyond 
that I have no statement to make at present.” On the defense 
side it is believed that former Judge John B. Paine will act as 
chief counsel. Judge Paine will be remembered as a leading 
figure in trust litigation. He participated in such important 
cases as the trials of the Chicago packers and the canning cases. 
At present he is serving as counsel to the Federal Shipping Board. 
He is now in New York. 

The trial will be held in the United States District Court for 
the Southern District of New York in the Federal building at 
Park Row, New York. 

[f the trial does take place it is expected that the testimony 
will be of a voluminous nature, and will extend over a period 
of two or three weeks or even longer. 


“Big Six” on News Print 


Typographical Union No. 6 has passed the following resolu- 
tions regarding the print paper industry. These were adopted some 
time ago, but come up for discussion at Buffalo, where the union 
is represented at the convention of the American Federation of 
Labor, now taking place. 

Whereas, The enormous and unreasonable advance in the 
selling price of paper supplies of all sorts remains an unabated 
and serious menace to the general printing industry; and, 

Whereas, Investigation by the Federal Trade Commission in the 
United States and the Parliamentary Commission in Canada has 
established that the exorbitant prices fixed by the paper makers 

1 their wares are unsupported by the factors that enter into the 
cost of production and distribution, but are arbitrary and unfair 
ind entirely without warrant, and an unjustifiable burden on the 

inting industry, and an indefensible curb on the business of 
printing and publishing in all its branches; and, 

Whereas, Efforts by the Federal Trade Commission to secure 

ich readjustment of prices as might bring about more favorable 

nditions have been without avail, and even the indictment of 
ertain paper manufacturers on a charge of conspiracy in re- 
straint of trade has so far had no effect in the way of altering 
the onerous conditions or relieving the printing industry from the 
urden placed upon it by reason of the action of the paper makers; 
therefore, 

Resolved, That we demand of the department of justice of 
the United States that it proceed expeditiously with the prosecu- 
tion of the paper makers who have been indicted because of their 


conspiracy to limit trade and to extort unreasonable profits from 
the purchasers of their wares; and that we call upon the presi- 
dent of the United States to take cognizance of this situation and 
to exercise his great power under the food and trade control laws 
to fix reasonable selling prices on all forms of paper supplies. 

The committee later recommended that the beginning of the 
fourth paragraph be changed to read as follows: “Resolved, 
That we urge upon the department of justice,” etc., and that the 
resolution be concurred in. 


Middle States Wrapping Paper Men to Meet 


A meeting of the Middle States Wrapping Paper Association 
will be held at the Statler Hotel, St. Louis, on November 20. In 
addition to the members of this association the Western and South- 
western Paper Jobbers have been invited to attend, and it is ex- 
pected there will be a larger attendance of paper jobbers at this 
meeting than at any ever held, with the exception of the National 
Convention. 

On the night of the twentieth the paper jobbers of St. Louis 
will entertain the visiting paper jobbers and mill men with a ban- 
quet, and a cordial invitation is extended to mill men and paper 
jobbers who desire to attend. Some of the most prominent paper 
men of St. Louis and other cities will attend the banquet and make 
interesting talks.

Passage of Smith Bill Urged 


The passage of the Smith bill in the next session of Congress 
is being vigorously urged upon Senators and Representatives. 
Publishers are asked to “talk it over with their Senators and 
Representatives before they return to Washington.” 

A local publishers’ organ sees in the bill, which advocates the 
taking over by the government of the.news print industry, relief 
for “the difficulties of publishers in securing a supply of news 
print,” and states that “the era of excessive prices for that neces- 
sary commodity would quickly end. The enactment of this bill 
would take nothing from the news print manufacturers which 
belongs to them—it would merely end the reign of price boost- 
ing and prevent the further exploitation of publishers.”

The government did not have sufficient 
airships and the offer was declined. Nothing daunted, Mr. Hinds 
took a complete course in the Curtiss aviation school. When the 
war with Germany broke out Mr. Hinds was sent as an instructor 
to the aerodrome at Memphis, Tenn. His ability was recognized 
and he was commissioned a first lieutenant last June and assigned 
to duty in Los Angeles. Later he was transferred to the 16th 
Aero Squadron and sent to Rantoul, Ill., where last week he was 
promoted to captain and placed in charge of the squadron. He 
expects to leave for the front shortly. His friends believe that he 
will be decorated before he returns, for Captain Hinds is one of 
the most daring flyers in the country today. 


Cascade Paper Co. Building Plant 

Tacoma, Wash., November 1, 1917.—Preliminary excavation work 
on the site of the projected paper mill on Chambers Creek, near 
Steilacoom, began last week by crews from Hurley-Mason Com- 
pany, contractors. The site will be excavated as soon as possible 
in order that construction of the superstructure may be rushed 
with all possible dispatch. 

Hydraulic pumps and considerable other equipment have been 
assembled on the site where the grounds will be sluiced. Dirt 
excavated from the site will be used in constructing a spur track 
to the main line railway, a distance of nearly a mile. 

The superstructure of the big plant will be of solid reinforced 
concrete construction. Part of the factory will be constructed at 
a height of two stories and the other portion one story. The 
building will cover a large area. 

The plant is being constructed by the Cascade Paper Company, 
in which company Tacoma men are affiliated. The cost is esti- 
mated at $100,000. 

Contractors Hurley-Mason Company announce that their crews 
will be busy on the job all winter. 


Chapman Paper Co. Leases Building 

St. Louis, Mo., November 12, 1917—The T. P. Chapman Paper 
Company, one of the largest organizations of its kind in this sec- 
tion of the country, has leased the six-story building and basement 
at the northeast corner of Second and Olive streets. The new 
quarters will give this firm, which started in business with 7,000 
square feet of floor space, a total floor area of 100,000 square feet. 

After extensive improvements have been made the company 
will occupy the building soon after the first of the year. 

The Chapman Paper Company started in business in a small 
building on Locust street. From there it moved to a larger build- 
ing at 319 North Second street, and later obtained adjoining build- 
ings, where the floor space made an aggregate of 60,000 square feet 

In addition to doing a large business in wrapping papers, twines 
and paper specialties the company operates a folding paper box 
factory. 

The new building will give the company added facilities for 
the jobbing as vell as the manufacturing end of the business.

port on the industry itself, in a formal complaint being entered 
by the commission on August 7, 1917, against Judge Moore, the 
association and twenty-three manufacturers as follows: Bureau 
of Statistics of the Book Paper Manufacturers; Charles F. 
Moore, secretary of the Bureau of Statistics; American Writing 
Paper Company, Dill & Collins Company, Diana Paper Company, 
New York & Pennsylvania Company, M. & W. H. Nixon Paper 
Company, Oxford Paper Company, Ticonderoga Pulp & Paper 
Company, Tileston & Hollingsworth Company, Wanaque River 
Paper Company, S. D. Warren & Co., West Virginia Pulp & Paper 
Company, Bardeen Paper Company, Bergestron Paper Company, 
Bryant Paper Company, Champion Coated Paper Company, 
Everett Pulp & Paper Company, Kimberly-Clark Company, King 
Paper Company, Lakeside Paper Company, Mead Pulp & Paper 
Company, Miami Paper Company, Monarch Paper Company and 
Rex Paper Company. 

In the formal complaint, it may be remembered that the com- 
mission charged that the manufacturers and the association “have 
been engaged in a concerted movement unduly to enhance prices 
and to bring about substantial uniformity of such prices.” Gov- 
ernment officials here feel that the book paper manufacturers 
have taken the right step in accepting the conditions of the Trade 
Commission. 

Revised Book Paper Schedules 


Wasuincton, D. C., November 12, 1917.—Dr. E. O. Merchant, 
in charge of the gathering of statistics for the Federal Trade 
Commission, has revised the monthly schedule of the book paper 
manufacturers with the idea of making it easier for them to 
supply the information desired. The Commission is sending out 
the revised schedule to-day with the following letter: 

“Enclosed herewith is a revised schedule for monthly reports 
which is being sent out to obtain additional suggestions for im- 
provement. You will note that questions 1 and 3 have been con- 
fined to periodical paper used in printing magazines and _ peri- 
odicals and a new form for furnishing information regarding 
price quotations has been substituted in question 4. It is hoped 
that these charges will substantially reduce the amount of work 
involved in filling out the report. 

“Any further suggestions that you may desire to offer for 
improving the schedule will be welcomed. These may be for- 
warded in writing or given the Commission in person to suit 
your convenience. The Commission will be glad to arrange a 
conference at any time to consider this matter.” 

The full book paper schedule has already appeared in the 
Paper TRADE JOURNAL, and the three questions Nos. 1, 3 and 4, in 
which changes have been made, are printed herewith: 


Book Paper Report 

For the purpose of this report “book paper” includes machine 
finish, supercalendered, coated and other grades of book paper. 

1. Shipments of Periodical Paper. For each shipment during 
the month to publishers of magazines and periodicals give name 
of buyer, address, grade of paper, net price per 100 lbs. f.o.b. 
mills, and whether contract or current transaction. Contract ship- 
ments of the same grade to the same customer at the same price 
may be totaled.

A number of book paper manufacturers have already conferred 
with officials of the Commission, and it is due, in part, to their 
verbal suggestions that these changes have been made. 

Officials of the Commission are willing, it is said, to meet any 
or all of the book paper manufacturers on the question of chang- 
ing the schedules even more if the manufacturers on the question 
of changing the schedules even more if the manufacturers so 
desire. This was done in the case of the jobbers, which worked 
out so that the jobbers have been enabled to gather their data 
in much easier than was at first possible. 

Because of the fact that the Bureau of Statistics of the Book 
Paper Manufacturers is out of existence, it is the desire of the 
Commission to get out a weekly statement on the book paper 
situation to keep the trade in touch with this matter. It is also 
hoped, at no distant date, to get out a weekly schedule of the 
news print situation. 


Still Working for 2% Cent News Print 

There is no doubt in the world that newspaper publishers 
are doing everything within their power to “drive” the news 
print manufacturers to make some kind of a price arrangement, 
around $2.50, holding the threat over them that if something is 
not done in the very near future they will not only not sign up 
contracts for a year, but that they will see to it that Congress enacts 
some kind of legislation to regulate the price of paper. 

There is every evidence here in Washington that they are 
right on the job, for a number of the more prominent publishers 
having to do with the paper situation have been here conferring 
with officials, and they are lining up behind the so-called Smith 
bill, which has already been published in the Paper TRaAbE 
JourNAL, and which affects not only news print, but also book 
paper. It will be remembered this bill was favorably reported to 
the Senate the day of adjournment, and it is now on the Senate 
calendar for consideration.

Paper Board Production in Connecticut 


Wasurncton, D. C., October 29, 1917.—The Bureau of the 
Census is just publishing in completed form the Census of Manu- 
factures for 1914. In connection with paper and wood pulp pro: 
duction in Connecticut the report, in part, says: 

“The output of paper boards, which form the principal product 
of the industry, increased between 1909 and 1914 by 35,812 tons, or 
54.6 per cent., in quantity, and by $1,111,585, or 46.6 per cent., in 
walue. ‘All other paper products,’ which include chiefly news 
paper, tag stock, blotting paper, card and bristol boards, and build- 
ing paper, also show a decided increase as compared with previ- 
ous censuses, due largely to the growth in the output of news 
paper, tag stock, and blotting paper.” Taking up the same ques- 
tion of paper and pulp production, but for the State of New 
Hampshire, the bureau says: 

“There has been a substantial growth in this industry since the 
census of 1899, the products showing an increase of 144.4 per cent. 
in value. During the five-year period, 1909-1914, wage earners 


« 


increased 492, or 14.4 per cent., value of products, $3,713,887, or 
26.5 per cent., and value added by manufacture, $430,180, or 9-1 
per cent. The natural resources of New Hampshire, its forests 
of pulp wood, and its large water power, together with the in- 
creased demand for wood pulp, are responsible for the growth 
of this industry.” Continuing on the subject of pulp and paper 
in New Hampshire the report says: 

“This industry shows a remarkable growth, increasing nearly 100 
per cent. during the decade 1904-1914. It is of interest to note 
that all of the principal materials used and products manufactured 
made substantial increases in 1914 as compared with 1904, although 
several items decreased as compared with 1909. At the census of 
1914 spruce was the only wood of importance used in the manu- 
facture of pulp in the State, the quantity consumed amounting to 
377,058 cords, or 98.7 per cent. of all pulp wood used. The other 
kinds of pulp wood consisted of small quantities of balsam fir, hem- 
lock and poplar. 

“The total cost of all materials was $12,537,076 in 1914, an in- 
crease of 135.3 per cent. as compared with 1904. Pulp wood formed 
35.2 per cent. of the total cost of all materials in 1914; wood pulp 
purchased, 23.7 per cent.; and all other materials, 41.1 per cent. 
The large amount reported for ‘all other materials’ includes all 
paper stocks other than wood pulp, chemicals, fuel, rent of power, 
and freight. The use of chemical fibres as material for the manu- 
facture of paper shows a remarkable increase, 65,041 tons of sul- 
phite and other chemical fibres being used in 1914, while only 
43,720 tons were used in 1909, and 10,769 tons in 1904, an increase 
of 504 per cent. for the decade, 1904-1914. On the other hand, 
ground wood pulp gained only 40.1 per cent in quantity in 1914 
as compared with 1904, but shows a decrease since 1909. The in- 
crease in the use of chemical fibers is due largely to sulphate fiber 
(included in ‘other chemical fiber’), the demand for which has 
grown rapidly since 1909 owing to the increase in the production 
or kraft wrapping paper, of which New Hampshire was the 
largest producer in 1914. 

“Wrapping paper was the most important product of the paper 
mills in 1914, exceeding news paper, which ranked first in 1909. 
The growth in the production of wrapping paper was due almost 
entirely to the increased output of kraft paper, which has grown, 
since the census of 1909, to be one of the principal products of the 
paper mills of the State. 

“News paper, next in importance to wrapping paper in 1914, is 
included with ‘all other products,’ to avoid disclosing the opera- 
tions of individual establishments. Wood pulp produced for sale 
or for use in establishments other than where manufactured repre- 
sented 35.7 per cent. of the total value of all products in 1914, and 
in 1909 and 1904 the corresponding proportions were 27.3 per cent. 
and 33.9 per cent. respectively. 

“The total value of all products of the irdustry includes con- 
siderable duplication, due to the fact that wood pulp produced for 
sale or for use in establishments other than where manufactured 
is largely sold to other mills in the State, and again included in the 
value of paper reported. This is also true of materials, as the cost 
of the pulp wood is reported by the pulp mills and a considerable 
proportion of the wood pulp sold is again reported by the paper 
mills as wood pulp purchased.”

Pa., November 5, 1917.—Once more the ability to do big 
things on short notice has brought big business to the Hammer- 
mill Paper Company. The largest United States government order

Already, more than 200,000 pounds of paper have been shipped, 
and practically two-thirds of the equipment of the Hammermill 
is being devoted to rushing this order, which will take several 
weeks to complete. R. P. Andrews, Washington representative of 
the company, will be kept posted daily by wire with car numbers, 
car routing and train forwarding, so that he will be in a position

Successful Use of Fiber Containers 


The use of fiber containers in marketing various food products 
has greatly increased because of the shortage of tin plate, accord- 
ing to the commerce reports issued by the Bureau of Foreign and 
Domestic Commerce. The principal question raised concerns the 
kinds of products that can be successfully marketed in such con- 
tainers. The Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Commerce has 
been advised by a manufacturer that the following-named articles 
have been successfully handled by the users of its fiber containers:

The following-named articles may be packed in fiber containers 
for a short length of time: Cottage cheese and other soft curd 
cheeses, lard, pickled fish, sausage meat, horseradish, sauerkraut, 
ice cream, and various delicatessen products, and soda-fountain 
supplies.

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New York Market Review

The local market continues in a quiescent state. Little of 
importance occurred in the trade and demand for nearly all 
grades of paper except news print continues to be only moder- 
ate. The market is softening day by day and only a renewed 
demand will check the softness and steady prices. Buying still 
continues to be done on the hand to mouth plan and no opin- 
ions are being ventured in the trade either as to the future de- 
mand or what the softening begun some weeks ago will lead to. 
Uncertainty is still the chief factor in the paper industry in all 
its branches and this uncertainty, which is first produced in the 
manufacturing side, soon, according to a well-known and un- 
derstood economic law, makes itself felt in the selling and con- 
suming side. Some in the trade go so far as to say that the 
present market cannot be gauged by past markets and experi- 
ence—that there has been no precedent and only time can work 
out the present manufacturing and distributing problems. 
Whether this be the case or not it is fairly evident to the trade 
that an unusual situation faces them. 

Of course the logical place to lodge the blame for this un- 
certainty is on the war. Not only is the paper industry in a 
state where it actually does not know where it is at, but other 
industries find themselves in the same boat. War at its best 
cannot but produce doubt. A time of readjustment follows 
and the paper industry is in this period. 

Chief interest in the local trade centered about the develop- 
ments in the news print situation. The trial of the seven ac- 
cused manufacturers for violation of the anti-trust laws is 
scheduled to begin today. Doubt continued to be expressed in 
the trade that the trial would go beyond a certain stage. The 
prices of print paper showed no effect produced by the com- 
ing trial. 

Demand for News Print Good 

The demand continues very good and the amounts of stocks 
on hand both in publishers’s warerooms and in the storehouses 
of the mills are of good size. The view has been voiced by 
publishers’ interests that because the market was soft on other 
grades of papers the mills must make news print. There is 
something to this advice and if the mills are actually turning 
their machines from other grades to make print paper the ques- 
tion of a shortage in news will be done away with for some 
time at least. Contract prices continue to range from 3@ 
3.50c. for the balance of this year. Contracts for the new year 
are being made on the idea of a basis price plus the increase 
in the three items, viz., labor, coal and wood. The drive on 
news print prices of course continues. Paper manufacturers 
have been urged to “voluntarily come to Federal Trade Com- 
mission figures or meet inevitable legislation enabling Govern- 
ment price fixing.” An interesting session of Congress will 
surely be held next December ! 

The demand for tissues continues quiet. The spot supplies 
of tissues are very large and jobbers are not worrying where 
they can get more,.as they did not so very long ago, but how they 
can dispose of what they have. Concessions in prices are being 
talked about very freely in the trade for these grades. White 
No. 1 is quoted at 85@90c. per ream. 

Book paper is quiet. Large purchases for Government ac- 
count have taken thousands of pounds for uses in Wash- 
ington, in the various cantonments and in the Canal Zone. 
This has added some strength to the market, undoubtedly. S. 
& S. C. is now quoted at $6.50. A pickup is expected in the 
market by those competent to judge conditions. 

Manilas continue without change. Screenings are now quoted 


at 3.50c. per pound. Fibre papers are quiet, also. No. 1 fibre 
paper is held at 5.75c., with the second grade a half to a cent 
lower. 

Mechanical Pulp Still Easy 


The demand for ground wood continues to be termed “mod- 
erate” by the trade. Principal buyers are the news print mills, 
as has been the case for some time past. Price rumors con- 
tinue to be circulated in the trade of quotations as low or lower 
than $30 f. o. b. mill. 

The market is not in good position and the general tone 
seems to be toward the lowering of prices. At present the 
range conservatively given is about $34@36 per ton at the mill. 


Chemical Market Continues Rather Soft 


The softness evident in the sulphite and sulphate markets 
continued during the past week. Little change was noted in 
the foreign side. The Scandinavian exchange fluctuates some- 
what, but the value of the krono still continues to be between 
60 and 70 per cent above normal. The burning of imported 
pulp in the Baltimore fire has had no effect upon the market 
as yet, but it is still considered that it will be a bull influence 
in the long run. Quotations have shown no tendency to change 
over those quoted last week, although the market has been 
easing up considerably with regard to price levels. 


Rag Market Marking Time 


There is little of note to report in connection with the mar- 
ket in rags. The mills are buying moderately. 
seems to be enjoying a fair demand. Old rags continue off. 
Black mixed rags are also being called for. Roofing is being 
sold by dealers to roofing mills rather extensively. Price quo- 
tations for roofing are fairly firm, being quoted at $2@2.10.

Bagging Is Firmer 


A firmer tone has been noted in bagging. In general, how- 
ever, the market is in a slow condition, although not altogether 
dull. Grades such as bright, sound and gunny bagging are 
still the chief items in present trade conditions. It is believed 
that some dealers are doing a fair business; other dealers, how- 
ever, report business poor. Little change is expected in any 
event, until fundamental conditions in the paper industry are 
changed, as mills will continue to buy conservatively until re- 
adjustments are made. 


Paper Stock Nominal 


The mills continue to buy the various grades of waste paper 
very sparingly, although in some quarters a rather fair business is 
being transacted. No large orders are being placed in any event 
Some hard white shavings have been called for, together with 
some soft white shavings. Little change of consequence is re- 
ported. 


State Paper Mill Project Advanced 


St. Paut, Minn., November 9, 1917.—Timber cruisers in the 
State Auditor’s department will complete a survey of the spruce 
and other timbers used in the manufacture of paper during the 
coming winter, says the Dispatch, and on their reports Auditor 
Preus will base his recommendations to the next Legislature re- 
garding the establishing of a State mill in the timber country. 

The plan is to build barracks in connection with a mill to be 
established on State land at some point where there is water power 
and plenty of timber, and have the mill operated by inmates of the 
State reformatory. 

At the request of the Minnesota Editorial Association, the last 
Legislature passed a bill authorizing the survey of the timber and 
water powers located on State lands, but made no appropriation. 
The expense will be paid from the State Auditor’s funds.

Paper Mill Improvements in New York 


Watertown, N. Y., Nov. 12, 1917.—The Hinde & Dauch Paper 
Company is about to double the capacity of its plant on Sewell’s 
Island in this city. A new paper-making machine is being installed, 
and it will be ready to start by the first of the year, at which 
time the mammoth new building being erected will be completed. 
Box board is made at this plant. 

This plant has been handicapped in the past by lack of storage 
facilities, and the erection of the new storehouse will be a great 
factor in the expansion of production. The big storehouse has 
progressed nicely, little delay for materials being experienced, 
and the roof is now being placed. It will be ready for occupancy 
by January 1. 

The plans were drawn by Engineer Charles E. Eaton, of this 
city, last Summer, the contract was-let to William Charlebois, and 
excellent progress has been made. The building is of concrete, 
brick and steel, 270 feet long and 64 feet wide, and three stories 
high. Three elevators are being installed in the building, the big 
smokestack has just been built, 65 feet higher; railroad tracks have 
been built into the building 165 feet, four new beaters and two 
Jordans have been added. 

When the plant is completed four hundred additional horse- 


power will be turned on. The three floors will provide ample 
facilities for the storage of stock and finished product, and the 
output will be loaded on cars within the walls of the factory. 

The new machine is 110 inches wide and of modern box board 
type. The Bagley & Sewall Company is making the driers and 
the Mills Machine Company is installing the wet end. This is 
about ready to start. 

Mr. Eaton is also engineer in charge of the construction of 
the new Arrowhead Mills, Inc., at Fulton, N. Y. He says that 
work is progressing nicely there, and that the roof is now being 
placed on the machine room. 

“That will be one of the finest mills in the country,” said Mr. 
Eaton. “The first story is concrete, the second story brick, red 
re-pressed brick being used in the walls five feet up, and the 
balance above of white brick. Reinforced concrete columns and 
beams and floors are being constructed, steel roof trusses are used, 
the windows have steel sashes, and wire glass is used.” 

A new power house is also being built at this mill. Six 350- 
horsepower Sterling boilers are being installed. A new radio 
brick stack, nine feet in diameter and 175 feet high, is being built. 
Coal bunkers above the boilers will automatically weigh and feed 
the coal. A new 3,000-horsepower hydroelectric plant is also just 
being completed.

Misrellaneous Markets 


Office of the Paper Trape JouRNAL, 


Wepnespay, November 14, 1917. 


The market in paper making chemicals was quiet during the 
past week. Prices in general have remained stationary. Supplies 
of spot material have increased, and to some extent the speculative 
element in certain chemicals has disappeared. 

ALUM.—The market for the various varieties of alum used in 
paper making was easier. According to dealers, the reason for 
this is that the strong demand which was current for some time 
past has dropped, and an accumulation has resulted. Ground 
ammonia is much easier, and is now quoted at 4.10@4.75c. per 
pound. Powdered alum was quoted at 4.25@5c. Potash lump 
alum is held at 8@8%c. Chrome alum is now quoted at 1934c. 
per pound. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—There is not a strong demand, spot 
stocks of this product have accumulated and the general tone is 
much easier. Domestic drums are quoted at 1.35c., which was a 
drop from 1.50c. Export drums are held at 2@3c. per pound. 

BRIMSTONE.—Freight embargoes by railroads against brim- 
stone and scarcity of ocean tonnage are still the great factors in 
the market for this product. The market continues nominal. Some 
spot supplies have been noted at $45 per long ton, while new busi- 
ness at the mines holds at $30@35 per long ton. 

CASEIN.—The price range in this product is still 16@22c. per 
pound. Little change has been noted in the demand and the 
market continues quiet. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—Prices seem to show more 
shade higher figures than prevailed a week ago. Large manufac- 
turers are practically entirely out of the market either for spot 
or forward business, being kept at capacity by government re- 
quirements and old customers. The 76 per cent. product has been 
quoted at 8@8.25c. per pound. 

CHINA CLAY.—The range for refined and washed domestic 
clay continues to be $13@16 per ton at the mines. The demand 
continues to be fairly steady and dealers look forward to an in- 
crease in consuming inquiries. 

ROSIN.—In sympathy with the unabated strength of the North- 
ern primary markets for naval stores local values of rosins ruled 
firm, without much change. Local trading has been quiet, manu- 
facturers and dealers confining their purchases to meet immediate 
needs only. The following grades of rosin were quoted per 280 
pounds: E and F at $6.75, and G at $6.80. 

SODA ASH.—The range for this product is 2.60@2.85c. per 
pound. Trading has been fairly active, and the range is toward 
higher prices. 

STARCH.—For carload lots, freight prepaid to New York City, 
the following quotations are made per 100 pounds: Globe Pearl 
starch, in bag, $5.56; in bbls., $5.69. Buffalo corn starch, in 
bag, $5.74; in bbls., $5.87. Globe powdered starch, in bag, $5.71; 
in bbls., $5.87. Eagle finishing starch, in bag, $5.96. Crystal 
T. B. starch, No. 90, fluidity (hand packed), $6.26; in 
bbls., $6.53. Crystal T. B. starch, No. 90, (machine 
packed), in bag, $6.21; in bbls., $6.38.

Banocor, Me., November 12, 1917.—That the cut of lumber in 
Piscataquis this winter will be smaller than usual owing to the 
scarcity of woodsmen and general condition was the prediction 


made by one of the county’s well-known lumbermen recently 
“We are at our wit’s ends for want of labor,” said the lumberman 
“and this trouble is not all for the various embargoes of the past 
year have had serious effect upon various branches of the lumbe: 
business. We would get to work and an embargo would come 
on and we were obliged to lay off some of our men. The embar 
would finally be lifted and we would be unable to obtain the help 
necessary to make up for lost time. Take everything togetl 
the past year has been a serious one for the lumbermen in t 
section and the winter does not promise much better conditi: 
owing to the absolute impossibility of obtaining men to work 
the woods. Many of the Maine men who have usually done 
winter’s work in the woods, have enlisted and their cousins 
Canada who frequently have come across the line to get wo 
at the higher wages offered in the Maine woods have also enlist 
in large numbers and have gone across the waters. We are offe 
ing high wages but are still confronted with the labor questi: 
which is bound to keep the cut of lumber in this country to 
minimum this season.”
